A LOCAL LAW in relation to support of the Buffalond Erie County Public Library.
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ERIE COUNTY AGOLLOWS:
Section 1.

Erie County Local Law Number One of nineteen huddiy-nine, constituting the Erie
County Charter, as amended, is amended by amegéeat@n sixteen hundred twelve
thereto to read as follows:

1612. Support of Public Libraries.

a. A portion of the annual real property tax shHadlannually levied and
collected for library purposes, and shall be sapéraet out on the real property tax notices
as the “amount for library purposes.” The entimoant of funds allocated in the general
budget for library purposes shall be availablehsBuffalo and Erie County Public Library,
and shall not be subject to withholding, modifioatior reduction by the County after
adoption of the annual Erie County budget, consistgth library powers in section two
hundred fifty-nine of the education law, except tie trustees of the Buffalo and Erie
County Public Library shall not authorize, withabe prior approval of the County
Legislature, the transfer of any appropriation frone branch or contract library to another
which would necessitate the closing of any branctoatract library.

b. The Erie County Legislature shall, by majontte, annually determine the
amount to be raised for the Buffalo and Erie Codtuplic Library under this section. Such
amount shall not exceed the anticipated countyeslb&the Buffalo and Erie County
Public Library expenses adopted in the annual Eoenty budget.

Section 2.

This local law shall be construed to be in all tp consistent with chapter seven hundred
sixty-eight of the laws of nineteen hundred fifty¢e and not to alter any provision of that
statute, but to carry out the purposes and intetitad statute.

Section 3.

This local law shall be effective January firsg tear two thousand ought seven upon
adoption by a two-thirds majority of the Legislauor, if adopted by a simple majority, this
local law shall be effective immediately followiagproval by the electors of the County at
the next general election of state or county gawemt officers held not less than sixty days
following the adoption of this local law.
